Laboa has the fire and passion and at 65 years old I no 
longer have the fire and passion/' Mr. Skrutski said. "I 
say let him run with it and see what he does. Give him a 
chance. I don't think I want to do it.'' 

Mr. Laboa, who previously served one term as 
Selectman from April 2003 to April 2006 until being nar- 
rowly defeated by sitting Selectman Dan McGaffey, said 
he decided to throw his hat into the ring after people 
urged him to run even though the deadline to submit 
nomination papers had passed. 

"Initially it didn't bother me (when I got de- 
feated), but when I saw the slate for Selectmen this year 
I decided to throw my hat into the ring," Mr. Laboa said. 
"One of the pressing issues facing Rochester right now is 
(the lack of) affordable housing. Non-residential revenue 
is also a huge (concern). We need to be business-friendly 
because our residential tax base can't support the entire 
town. No doubt we have an overcrowding problem at 
Memorial School. When I was previously in office I made 
decisions based on what was best for all residents in the 
Town of Rochester ... and I take things very seriously." 

In seeking re-election to the Board of Selectmen, 
incumbent Richard Nunes said he has been instrumental 
in improving efficiency and professionalism within town 
government. 

"I have been involved in hiring the Town Admin- 
istrator, the Police Chief, the Building Maintenance Man- 
ager, and the CO A Director," Mr. Nunes said. "As Select-

man I have supported conservation efforts to maintain the 
town's rural character.

Musical Majesty 
ORR Drama Stages Stunning Evita

To some she was the ultimate champion of the 
people, rising from their ranks to become their leader, 
elevated to the status of saint in some eyes. To others 
she is simply a precursor to Imelda Marcos, a villain, 
the original material girl, a ladder-climbing opportunist 
with her hand in the treasury. For the students of the Old 
Rochester Regional High School Drama Club, Evita, the 
musical based on the life of Argentinean First Lady and 
Vice President Eva Peron's life, was a pure labor of love 
and a first-class piece of musical theater. 

The ORR production, under the direction of Paul 
Sardinha, brought the bright lights of the Great White 
Way to Mattapoisett as it concluded a four-performance 
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run on Sunday, March 30 before a packed audience in the 
school's Gilbert D. Bristol Auditorium. The cast of over 
100 performers included students from all grade levels 
and each school in the ORR School District and starred 
Chelsie Nectow in the lead role, Daniel Andrews as Che' 
and C. Tucker Johnson as Juan Peron. Written by the team 
of Andrew Lloyd Webber and lyricist Time Rice, Lvita 
was the winner of seven Tony Awards during its initial 
run 30 years ago and helped to establish the careers of 
Tony-winning leads Patti Lupone and Mandy Patinkin. 
If the two featured performers of the ORR production 
choose to pursue the theater in their futures, perhaps they 
could follow the paths of the original versions stars. 

Ms. Nectow and Mr. Tucker showed that they not 
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only possessed the singing ability and range required of 
their challenging roles, but each also had the stage pres- 
ence and charisma to draw an audience in and hold them 
for the entirety of the play. Ms. Nectow not only fleshed 
out the body of the songs with her remarkable voice, but 
also played the part of Evita with a nuanced grace that 
made the audience prickle when the brassy Evita makes 
her many power plays and grieve for her as her she 
becomes frail and her health fails. Mr. Andrews also gave 
a note-perfect performance as he belted out each number 
with a confident bravado that filled the auditorium. Mr. 
Andrews' Che' was the perfect foil for Ms. Nectow's Evita 
as the two represented their differing views as the voice 
of the people. 

Other standouts included Mr. Johnson as El 
Presidente Peron, Matthew Kaloplastos as Augustin 
Magaldi and Kate Florio who made the most of her time 
in the spotlight in the role as Juan Peron's Mistress. A 
special mention should also be given the chorus who 
provided much more than simple background for the 
leads. The cast included children as young as six years of 
age, including many talented singers and actors that have 
played prominent or lead roles in past ORR productions. 
These players took a backseat to no one as the ensemble 
provided the performance with an enormous amount of 
energy as well as its heart and soul throughout the show. 

Behind the scenes, quite literally, ORR's new mu- 
sic director J. Darren Maule was given what Mr. Sardinha 
called, "A trial by fire as we throw him into this produc- 
tion." Mr. Maule and his orchestra proved to be up to the 
challenge and demands given them for this ambitious 
production as they provided a seamless backdrop for the 
actors' performances. In the production department Helen 
Blake also deserves an enormous amount of credit as she

Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

April 1, 2008 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order in the Marion Town House on 
Tuesday, April 1 at 7:00 pm by Chairman Roger Blanch- 
ette. Also present were Selectman Andrew Jeffrey, Select- 
man Jonathan Henry, Town Administrator Paul Dawson, 
and Secretary Helene Craver. 

The board first met with members of the Marion 
Finance Committee (FinCom) to review the town's budget 
going into the Annual Town Meeting. 

"Our new growth estimate is $75,000 which 
is considerably less than it has been in the past," said 
FinCom Chairman Dr. Richard Kemp. "We also have 
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$844,306 in state aid, which is the latest number we've 
received as of March 31. Local receipts were estimated at 
$1,535 million ... (so the) proposed FY2009 General Op- 
erating Budget is $16,959 million, which is a two percent 
increase over FY2008." 

Among some of the key capital funding requests 
pending this year, according to Dr. Kemp: 

• $24,000 for a Police Department radio upgrade; 

• $26,500 to purchase a second cruiser for the 
Police Department; 

• $25,000 for the Treasurer /Collector contract 
positions; and 

• $185,000 to purchase a new rubbish truck for 
the Department of Public Works (DPW). 

Dr. Kemp noted the town now has some $374,000 
in additional Free Cash that was received from funds col- 
lected through leases on the cellular towers located within 
Marion. 

"We felt this money should be put into the Sta- 
bilization Fund," Dr. Kemp said. "It's around $600,000 
and this will bring it closer to $1 million. Our neighboring 
towns have amounts exceeding that." 

He also noted the FinCom has been researching 
previous Town Meeting articles in which either "all or 
part (of the funds) were never used," he said. That new- 
found money would likely cover the bulk of the requested 
capital items, save for the $185,000 rubbish truck. 

"What we asked for from town departments was

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to have everything level-funded/' Dr. Kemp said. ''We 
also agreed that we would put $10,000 for the fireworks 
(into the budget). That can be changed at Town Meeting. I 
was told by (Fireworks Committee Chairman) Reg Foster 
that fund-raising for the fireworks is going well and they 
don't anticipate needing the $10,000." 

Noting that they feel fortunate in not having to 
request an override to balance the budget this year. Dr. 
Kemp cautioned "the amount of Free Cash (this year) is 
substantially less than it has been in past years" and they 
also can't rely on the windfall from cellular tower rentals 
next year. 

"We've got to get a handle on where the revenues 
are going to be next year," Dr. Kemp said. "I think the 
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better that we study it and understand it, the better our 
projections will be and the better we can communicate to 
the community our recommendations for resolving the 
budget/' 

"As (Dr. Kemp) has said, we don't know how 
much longer this can go on under Proposition 2-1/2," said 
FinCom member Lee Vulgaris. "It's almost impossible to 
adhere to (Proposition 2-1/2) while awarding contracts 
that go up by well over 2.5 percent. Our hands our tied 
... state law prohibits the FinCom from participating in 
contract negotiations." 

"Personally, I put it out there when I first ran for 
office that I think reductions need to be made," Selectman 
Henry said. "We can't keep doing this forever and we 
can't expect to keep giving raises to employees. I would 
support making cuts before supporting an override." 

"I don't deny that we're going to have to look at 
things differently in the future," Selectman Jeffrey said. "I 
think the Economic Summit you held was a stroke of ge- 
nius on the FinCom's part ... but I don't think we should 
assume anything at this point. Let's put it out there and 
see what the town wants to support in terms of revenue." 

"Ultimately, it's the town voters who have the 
final say and I appreciate that," Dr. Kemp agreed. "What 
we learned from the Economic Summit is voters will have 
to decide what they want to fund." 

"If you want to talk truly about the elephant 
in the room," Mr. Dawson said. "While I think clearly 
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employee costs and contract costs have contributed to the 
problem ... Proposition 2-1/2 is structurally broken and I 
think it needs to be said. We have hit the wall. It needs to 
be looked at and we need to renew the call to state agen- 
cies and the federal government to do their parts." 
In other matters, the board: 

• Appointed Jacqueline Gleiman as a paramedic 
with the town's EMS upon a recommendation from EMS 
Director Jeff Habicht. 

• Granted a temporary license to NStar to install 
a utility pole on the Marion/Mattapoisett town line. 

• Approved a one-day, all-alcohol license for an 
event at the Marion Social Club on April 26. 

• Signed a contract for the Eastover Farm Expan- 
sion project. 

• Approved a request for Saint Anthony's Feast 
to take place on Point Road from Route 6 to River's Edge 
on June 8 from 12:00 noon to 6:00 pm. 

• Appointed Christina Bascom to the Parks Com- 
mittee upon a request from Margie Baldwin. 

• Accepted the resignation of Priscilla Ditchfield 
who is stepping down from the Water Committee due to 
other commitments. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Dawson first advised that work has resumed on the Vil- 
lage Loop project and they are now working in the areas 
of Front Street and Pleasant Street. 

He also reported that the Marion Firefighters' 
Association — a private, non-profit organization support- 
ing the Marion Fire Department — has contracted with 
TCI America to conduct a fundraising drive for needed 
safety equipment. These phone call solicitations have 
resumed and they have planned a Comedy Night event at 
the Wareham Elks on Friday night, June 20 for those who 
contribute.

five minutes for the first police cruiser to arrive to the 
scene. It also was worth noting that the first EMT was 
on-scene even before the ambulance arrived. The EMTs 
determined that this was a Level 3, or Basic EMS call ... as 
such, no paramedic was needed and none was called. It 
took a total of 21 minutes after the call was initiated (and) 
the patient arrived at the hospital 37 minutes after the 
initial call.'' 

"As far as Fm concerned, the official record is the 
log which is practically inassailable,'' Selectman Henry 
said. 'Tt certainly appears to me (this) was a timely re- 
sponse.'' 

"Now I can understand the family members not 
remembering the details ... (but) when I expressed my 
concerns to the correspondent, I received an e-mail from 
the (newspaper's) publisher claiming I would be sued if 
I attempted to discredit his sources," Mr. Dawson said. 
"Frankly I'm at a loss as to why. His decision to not call 
me to verify this information certainly flies in the face of 
the journalistic standards he claims to adhere to." 

Lastly, Mr. Dawson noted a special Selectmen's 
meeting will take place on Tuesday, April 8 at 7:00 pm 
to discuss the recent proposal made by the FinCom to 
consider alternate avenues for trash collection in Marion. 
The public is cordially invited to attend and provide their 
input.

Sippican Drama Club 

For the first time in many years, the Sippican 
School in Marion now has a Drama Club. Last year Suzy 
Taylor noticed that there was no drama program at the 
school. Suzy, who has a heart for the theater, thought it 
would be great to introduce theater arts to the students. 
When she sent out an initial interest form she was over- 
whelmed by the response. She had hoped to get about 40 
students together to learn the basics of the theatre. How- 
ever, over 100 students expressed their interest. 

So, in January she asked Geri Owens and Laura 
Zell to help her organize a club that could handle 120 
students from kindergarteners to sixth graders. They 
put together an eight-week program that introduced the 
students to all aspects of the theater — from props and 
set design to basic stage terms and responsibilities. The 
children also had the opportunity to perform for their 
individual teams on a weekly basis. With over 20 par- 
ents helping each week, the club was broken down into 
smaller teams of 12 students. 

On April 1 and April 8 each of the club teams 
took the opportunity to utilize all that they have learned 
by performing for their club members and their parents. 
Each team was given a choice of a nursery rhyme and was 
asked to write a script for their rhyme. They all became 
script writer and directors as they planned the setting, 
props and the overall descriptions of their characters. 
Suzy noted that, ''the teams seem to have enjoyed this 
whole writing process the most. I was surprised to see 
the teams working so well together sharing creative ideas 
and writing amazing scripts." 'T can't wait to see their 
finished productions," Ms. Taylor added. 'Tor some of 
the students this is their first time on the stage in front of 
an audience. During the first few weeks of the club many 
students were intimidated even speaking in front of the 
rest of their small team — now they are up on stage per- 
forming." 

Ms. Taylor started the club with a few basic goals. 
First was to teach the basics of the theater. Second was to

As March turns to April and the perennials begin to find their 
way to sunlight once more, my wife Laurie, like many of you in the 
tri-towns, began to count the days until her first lobster roll many, 
many weeks ago. The rest of the country may take their cue from 
an oversized rodent in the mountains of Pennsylvania, but around 
here we look for signs bearing the image of a certain red-clawed 
crustacean to announce the coming of spring. It is one of the many 
joys of living in this area that we have come to call our home. 

Over the last two years our little family has made a leap of 
faith that we were doing the right thing for our daughter by moving 
from the hustle and sprawl of Atlanta, Georgia to settle here in your 
beautiful corner of the world. This journey started 20-some years 
ago when Laurie spent a summer in the area as a nanny. Remem- 
bering those days spent with her surrogate family on the beach, 
visiting hot dog stands and lobster shacks, she always daydreamed 
about returning to raise her own family. When she became preg- 
nant, we decided it was time to leave to city. I wanted to move 
back to the home I had known before we met, in the mountains of 
western North Carolina. She asked if I would consider moving to 
this area and, after a bit of soul searching on my part, we decided 
to give this region a try. 

When people inquire where we moved here from and the rea- 
sons why, they often ask, "Why would you leave there to come 
here? It's usually done the other way, don't you know? Don't you 
know it's cold here?" We realized that we were a bit of an oddity. 
This is not a place that people leave the warmth of the south to 
move to. It is also a place where people — more often than not — 
are born in and stay for lifetime. 

It didn't take long for us to realize that this place is a bit of a 
secret. When we have met people who have moved here from other 
areas they have told us that they came upon this region by chance. 
People who live here have lived here for generations, by and large. 
It is a good place to spend a life and a better place to pass along to 
our children. Our daughter, who recently turned two, is the reason 
that we chose to make the Southcoast of Massachusetts our home. 
Having both lived in transient places like college towns or major 
cities for most of our adult lives, we searched to find a place that 
belonged to neither of us, a place that would be ours. We wanted to 
leave the city to find a place where our girl could grow up slowly 
and where she would be afforded a quality education. We wanted 
to find, for lack of a better word, some place wholesome, 2l down- 
to-earth place where people still know their neighbors. 

I know some of you may be thinking that maybe your neigh- 
bors may know — or think that they know — a little too much 
about your business. Small towns are like that. Everyone knows 
everyone and everyone knows — or thinks that they know — ev- 
eryone else's business. But maybe that's not always a bad thing. 
The alternative for us was that we would live in a city with a high 
crime rate or move to the suburbs and spend our lives in our cars or 
... we could find something else, something that we were not sure 
still existed. What we were hoping to find was a hometown for our 
girl. We lucked out. We got three for the price of one. 

As we go through our daily lives we are constantly being re- 
minded that we made the right decision when we packed our be- 
longings and headed north. My wife found a home at Dartmouth 
High School where she teaches history and then comes home happy 
each day saying, love it here, those kids are like little sponges. 
They just love to learn. " I have seen the same thing as I go from 
event to event for The Wanderer or my day job with Old Roches- 
ter Community Television (ORCTV). Our daughter, Simone, has 
found a warm and safe place to learn and play at the daycare center 



she attends in Rochester where everyday she is greeted by Sam or 
Bonnie who take the time to make her feel loved and protected. 

I will never forget about how the ORR FORM 2006 Suites 
and Sweets concert in many ways made me realize that this is, 
indeed, a special place. I met Stan Ellis who had somehow trans- 
formed a group of high school kids into the Miles Davis Quartet. 
I have probably seen over 3,000 musical performances during my 
lifetime, including such jazz greats as Miles, Dizzy Gillespie, Ella 
Fitzgerald, Frank Morgan and Dave Brubeck and I still get chills 
when I think of the music that I heard pouring out of the ORR Jazz 
Combo that evening. It was no surprise to me when I heard that 
the ORR Jazz program won a national competition — such is the 
talent of these precious musicians. 

That night I also heard Lucy Turowski and Chelsea Nectow 
sing "The Flower Duet" from Delibes' opera Lakme so beautifully 
that it brought tears my eyes. As I listened to those two young 
ladies sing, I knew instantly that this was where I wanted my little 
girl to live and go to school. It is my belief that a school system is 
only as healthy as its arts programs as the arts are always the first 
fatalities when budgets get trinmied. By that standard, the ORR 
School District is in very good shape. 

Aside from the music, the lobster rolls and the schools there 
are so many other reasons that the tri-town area will be our home. 
We enjoy the homespun fun of the Rochester Country Fair each 
year. We love the parades that seem to take place every week dur- 
ing the summer. We have enjoyed the warmth and welcome we 
have been given at church suppers and holiday festivals. We are 
fond of the Portuguese flavor and culture of the area and their lo- 
cal bakeries and eateries are very much to our liking. On a cold 
winter's evening we have found that short days mean you can have 
more dinner parties or card nights. 

We enjoy the fireworks over the waters off Silver shell Beach 
in Marion each July Fourth. On a hot summer's day we have found 
that nothing beats a visit to the ice cream stand owned by our next- 
door neighbors, Tom and Gail, after a long hard day of soaking 
up the sun at the beach. We love seeing energy that comes out 
into the streets each spring when any sunny day above 40 degrees 
means that half of the Town of Mattapoisett will be outside taking 
a walk.

Coming Home

stop-Loss, Starring Ryan Phillippe and Joseph Gordon-Levitt. 
Directed by Kimberly Peirce. Running time: 113 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

Kimberly Peirce, who directed one of 1999's best films with Boys Don't 
Cry, seems to have a thing about androgyny leaning a bit towards masculinity. 
Brandon Teena in Boys Don't Cry and now the young soldiers in her belated 
new film, Stop-Loss, are rangy yet fragile-looking, capable of violence yet sus- 
ceptible to it. If ever there was a director to bring Alexander the Great to the 
big screen (not likely since Oliver Stone made such a botch of it), Peirce would 
be the one. This lesbian filmmaker treats gender off-handedly, and her male 
characters — the non-psychotic ones, anyway — are handled sympathetically, 
even tenderly. The men in Stop-Loss are screwed up, wounded, haunted, hap- 
less but never ridiculous. 

Stop-Loss deals with an under-acknowledged reality of military service: 
the "backdoor draft" that obliges certain soldiers to return to combat even 
after their tour is done. The stop-loss policy has been in place since the end of 
the Vietnam War, and it has been employed under George H.W. Bush (dur- 
ing the Gulf War) and under Clinton. A soldier who is "stop-lossed" back to 
Iraq in the current conflict, though, finds him /herself re-recruited into a war 
that was never formally declared by Congress. It doesn't matter, though; a 
soldier's contract states that he or she may be involuntarily cycled back into 
action. Ironically, the better a soldier is, the more likely he or she will be judged 
"essential to the national security of the United States." 

Of the three soldiers profiled in Stop-Loss, two are willing to go back to 
Iraq, and one — Sgt. Brandon King (Ryan Phillippe) — wants to stay home 
in Brazos, Texas. Brandon has had enough of killing, enough of seeing his 
buddies torn to shreds. He returns home with his childhood friends Steve 
(Charming Tatum) and Tommy (Joseph Gordon-Levitt), who don't seem to 
know what to do with themselves among civilians: they get drunk, they get 
into idiotic fights. Steve wants a career in the Army; Tommy seems addicted 
to the adrenaline of combat, the one thing he might be good at. Peirce, who 
wrote the script with the novelist Mark Richard (who appears alongside Laurie 
Metcalf in a poignant scene), establishes Brazos as a home worth returning to; 
she respects the rural way of living and relaxing. The sadness of the stateside 
segments is that Tommy and Steve no longer quite belong home. 




The movie is not as hard-hitting as I imagine many critics would like it 
to be. It stays mostly apolitical and pro-troops, and it paints in broad, familiar 
strokes. Peirce, whose brother served in Afghanistan and Iraq, wants to make 
a simple film accessible to young viewers (MTV Films co-produced it), who 
won't have seen post-war films like The Best Years of Our Lives, The Deer Hunter, 
Coming Home, or Born on the Fourth of July. Peirce wants to perform a public 
service. But she isn't a public servant, and her artistry gets in the way. A hack 
director might've been better at putting across the melodramatic peaks and 
lows of the narrative; Peirce works best with muted shades of melancholy and 
regret. When Brandon resists being stop-lossed and goes on the run, Steve's 
fiancee Michelle ( Abbie Cornish) goes with him, and Stop-Loss becomes a rather 
depressed road movie, exploring the paranoid world of stop-lossed AWOL 
soldiers living day to day in shabby, nondescript motel rooms. 

The concept of the violent war vet who can't shut off his fight-or-flee 
instinct at home is, I suppose, factual, but decades of movies have laid a blanket 
of must over it. Peirce takes some of the oldness out of it by focusing on the 
irrationality of soldiers torn between their duties to their country and to their 
loved ones. Ryan Phillippe is about as expressive as Peirce can make him, which 
isn't much; the film belongs to Joseph Gordon-Levitt, who claims ownership 
of it when his Tommy pauses drunkenly at a diamond-store window, then 
tosses a beer bottle through it, as if that seemed to him the only sensible thing 
to do. Peirce brings out the violent joys and passions and soul-sickness of her 
delicate characters. Stop-Loss isn't much as a narrative, but it does herald the 
return of a singular voice that's been silent for far too long.
